London Mhipping World Speaks for
the British Traders,

WasmsaToN, Dee, 20.—The State Depart-
ment has received the Intest issues of one of the
most important marine journals, the Shipping
World, in which several pages are devoted to
adverse eriticism of the English politicinos who
have denied to Venezueln the justice of arbil-
teating the boundary aispute.

The Chesapenke Bay,
with Norfolk, Rilohmond, Baltimors, and
Washington on f{wts contributory waters, has
no means of defence. Fort Monroe, which
wan onco the largest alngle fortress In
this country, I8 about an much walue
in I present condition for the protectinn of
Norfolk as Fort Carroll Is for Baltimore, or
Forts Wadsworth and Hamilton would be for
Now York, Tnose Iatter fortificntions have long
passed out of use and are not considered in the
plans for the protection of these oltles, as out-
lined some years ago by the Fortifieations
Board,

History has shown that there has bean no caso
where a fleet of war ships has been able tocap-
ture a strong fort unalded by troops mshore.
The British trled this In the Crimean war,
and the Japaness were unable to take
rort Arthur without the help of thelr
own maoldlers on shore. There will always be
coliperation between the two military branches

of agovernment in time of war for the defence
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it ta ad'eged, hias been beld back by delay In
ordnancs ratlicr than for any desiro on the de-
partment's part to get the big ship ready for
fmmedissie service,

There & not the slightest guestion, however,

that the Aslministeation is nlive W thevalue of
having the foll strength of the nuvy developed,
and that ships which have been dragging along
will be rapié Iy puahed to letion. This ne-
tivity in tha navy will extend to all navy yards
and also to private firms baving Government
contracts,
v While the navy is thus stirring (tself and
hastening work all along the line, the army is
mk uneasy, or apparently taking much
interest in thevpresent sitastivn. There Is one
officor, howevir, who makes no concealment of
his apprehension for the safety of tho great
constwise cities should the United States be
forced to war with any natlon during the next
elght or ten ywars. This wman is Major-Gen,
Nelson A, Miles, commanding the army, whe
has no fear that Canada could not be sabjugated
in ten days, bat he s extremely dublous about
tho ability of the military and naval force to
give adequate protectiom toa single city lying
aloog the Atlantle sealonrd. Gen. Miles, It Is
nmderstood, has recently talked at great length
with Benator Shermamn, s near relntive, regard-
fng nationnl defences. and has set before the
distinguishied Oliloan the grave peril of tho
country in the event of hostilities,

The fact that Senator Sherman haa recently
presended two important bills In the Senates for
tho reorganization of the army and to place it
on & greatly enlarged military basis indicates
that the consultations between them were for
the express purposs of studying tlie country's

ability to defond itself with the present
equipment and matsrial. Gen. Miles, un-
ke few army men, belleves not only

in & sirong navy, bat advocates {ts colip-
eration with fortificatioms at steategic points
alopg the seabosrd. Nelther, ho belleves,
can be successful without the assistance of the
other. In discussing with TrHE SUN reporter
the present milltary'and naval forces thiseven-
'ing, Uen. Miles sala:

“The presont agliation growing out of
the Presldeat's vigoro on  the
Venezuelan affalr must bave at lenst the
result of counteracting en erronecus im-
pression which has Leen prevalent In this
country that the two great Eoglish nations
cannot come to hlows, England's policy has
never besn one to-indicate that she would be lu-
fluenced by friemdly relationa she might have
with some Governanent in tresting with it on
forelgn questions This country, howewer,
should not regard England as the only
Government with which it might possibly be
brought to war, and should not continue on the
mistaken theory that we are 100 strong to be
stisoked. The policy of the Unlted Htatea for
yoars seems to have been based on the {m-
pression theat thoro  was  not  the  re.
motent possibility of war, aod for this
reason there has been less progress In fortifica-
tions of all kinde and in ndvancing the naval es-
tablishment than bas been made by other coun-
tries far Joss pretontious sither from a military
or naval standpoint. There are to-day on pro-
jected modern  fortifications only three
first-class high-powered guns of large callbre,
and (here Is not a city on either const wlich
could not be attacked by an enemy from the sea,
From Portland to Galveston  there has
been litle or nothing sccomplished toward
the defences of the Imporiant citles, but
extensive plans have been drawn, Involving
large exponditores, and which, If earried out,
would effectunlly prevent the enfrance of a
slngle invading war ship, Bome little work has
beenn done at New York and San Franolsco,
but st neftbher of these citles are there
full battorles of modorn guns, or sulficlent
mortara properly to guard the city from the sea,
Two 12-lnch guns, some smaller calibre ones,
and gquite & number of moriars are io place, but
these would play but little part in an eogage-
ment with & feet of grest battlo sblps and
orulsers.

“Then, too, there has beon & mistaken idea
that  submarive mines wand torpedoes (n
an emergency oan be depended upon to
close s port. Torpedoes are all  very
woll when they work, but 6o country
can place absolute rellance In one type
of doestructive lostruments. There must
always be & combipation of hesvy guus, mor-
tars, mioes, and torpedoss, working together to
mike groat commercinl cities on the sca abso-
lutely safe from an onemy's fleet, Bubmarine
mwines can be localed gulckly and are un.
questionsbly valuable adjuncta to forts sod
mortars, but there: are difffculties In (he
way of placing themd freguently, 1t would not

A mecessity for erecting fortifications as there
is for inereasing the naval establishment.
Thers would be no necessity for the
Government approprinting £100,000,000 to put
the country beyond the reachof any power
from the sen, but S$80.000,000, or prob.
ably less, could accomplish this. Hy an-
thorlzing the adoption of = fortifica-
tions plan &nd  tlie expenditure of about
$10,000,000 each yenr within seven or elght
years every one of the twenty-elght elties which
aro placed ns being within the reachof anin-
vading fleet coulld be invuinerabls to attack
from the veean.

“On my recent tour of Inapection of Southern

posta 1 found that u city ke Savanoah is worse
off for protection now than it was seven orelgnt
yenrs ago. In this time the Government has
exponded three or fourmillion dellars indeepen.
ing the channels &o a5 to give a drought to the
bhenviest wessels, and the commerce hins been
increased from $50,000,000 to £150,000,000 a
vear, but in dredging this chnooel the Govern-
mont was compelled to remove scores of sunken
ships, which had been left there during
the war for the purpose nf blocking en-
trance to heavy-dreaught ships. While It would
not hinve been possible for vessels drawing 20
feet of water to approack Savannah dangerous-
Iy nenr seven years back, by the removal of the
dunken wrecks, It la now feasible for a Hritishor
any other country's fleet to sall right up to the
wharves. As to defences Savanah basoone, The
old fortificatlons have gooe to rufn, aad what
there (s left (s of oo value as a means of defonce.
Oharleaton §s alse witfout protection, and ro is
Mablle, New Orleans, agd (ialveston.
“The establishment of strong defencea at
these pointa would, of course, necessitate an
Iperense In the standing strength of the
army.  The devartmuent for years Lns recog-
gized that the lery  branch  demaonds
st lInc in. W& etrength nand  that
samething phould be. done to reliove stag-
pation in promotion. There are Licutenants in
this sorpe thirty years old, and some will retire
without ever reaching a higher ¢rade than that
of Captaln, The artillery would necessarlly be
employed In garrisoping new furtifications at
spch polnts as Fort Hancock, near Sandy ook,
and at citles ] have pientioned as being with-
out defgnce, How many additional officers and
mon wonld be required, I do not exactly know,
byt thore would be ma truuble In determining
this point. Coogress, I Lelieve, will be brought
to recognize very wshortly the necessity
for granting more llberal  appropristions
for the systedn of defences, and I fully ex-
pect that more money will be granted the
army this session for const fortifications thun
has boon heretofore provided each year, It s
not that there s any lmmediate fear of an In-
vaslon, but the country would feel easier were
it known that our great clties are ndequately
defended and that the navy has sultable flects
to coliperate with Lhe army.

"“There hae beon vuguestionably a deep impros-
slon recently made on Congress through the
newspaper publications of the utter lack of
proper protection, What effect it will ultimute-
ly result In, of course, remuins to be neen. The
warious schemens of defence have now been no-
curately dotermined, and fur the first time 1t 1s
posaible to forecast what Liss been nccompliabed
and the time and expense required to complete
the projects with existing facllities. A plant
L been, created for the manufaocture of gun
carriages, whiok, with the ald of private estab-
lshiments, can supply gun and mortar equlp-
ments na rapldly as emplacements for guns and
mortars are comoleted. Put at only three of the
elghteen ports under conslderation have com-
pleted featuren of defence been established,
New York has two 12.dnch guns and sixteen
mortars, San Francisco bas ono 12-inch gun
and pixteen 1¥-lnch morturs, and Boston las
alxtecn 12-4nch mortars. 'I'he War Department
Is rendy to fortify the country as seon as the
necessary funds are avallable."

The map does uotabow the various boundary
lines lnld down by the Aberdeen, Granville,
Rosobery, Ballabury, and other Hritlsh Govern.
meots from 1644 Lo 1803, because they form s
uolwork that ls confuslng on & map of
small scmle. Llu s eoough to say that they

¥

mark the rapid growth of Britlsh olaims,
whieh constantly embraoced wider and wider
territory until the orfginal 20,000 square miles
aoqolred by England from the Dutoh In 1814
bad awelled to 100,000 square milesin 1880; and
even this enormous territory dnes not Inolode
the present limit of Englami‘s advance on paper
into Venernelan territory, for the line on the
map showing England’s extrome pretensions 1o-
d-;— includes about 6,000 square miles of terrl-
tofy not embraced within the Rosebery line of
180,

The map shows tho original Sohomburgk line,
surveyed by the botanist and civil englneer
Bchomburgk, and which England was snon
after compelled, by the protests of Ventzucla,
to repudinte as in any sense s delimitation of
the boundary: nnd yet spon nfter thut lne
was stirveyed, Engiand’s encronchments to the
wfnl of it bugnn and bave continued until the
wlleged Mritishi torritory extetnds three degrees
of Iatitude west of Llie northern portion of the
Schomburgk Line, ‘This line was intended by
Englnnd . add 00,000 square nilles to her pos-
sesslune,

It wis about 1885 that It became probable
that rich gohl flelds wonld be developed 1h the
reglon south of the Orinoeo, This was what
causpd the fest greant advanco in Eoglaad's pre-
tenalons beyond the Schiomburgk line. In the
single yenr' 18M5.0 England added on paper
U000 sguare miles Lo Ler possesslons.

Veuezunln hins recopgnized none of the nine
successive boundary lines Inid down on the
maps by England, She clatms the liue of the
Essaguibo Hiver ns the only rightrul boundary,
atd she has not swerved from it She clies &
number of treatles and numerous historical
authorities 10 ovrove that all  this  ters
ritory, ns far east  ns  the ssuqulbo,
belonged to Spuin by right and in faot, and she
proves by her treaty with Spam that she suce
ceeded fully to all of Spain's territorial rights,
Hho has repeatedly asked England to produce
any evidence that sl Lhins nequired righits 1o a
nlmtﬁll{mlqunro oule of territory west of the Es-

11bo.

England asserts that she will not submit to
arbitration the guestion of title to any of the
territory Iying enst of the Schomburgk line.
The reglon alie offers to submit to arivtration s
the northwestern territory, west of the Schom-
burgk le,

Venezuein says that the only territory abont
which there Is any proper gronsid for dis-
pute 8 n  narrow const  strip  belween
the mouth of the Essequibo and Cape Nassau.
It is a question whoetlier the Duteh had not
acgnired rights there which entitled them to
travsfer It 1o the Hritlsh in 1814, This small
district wus the originnl disputed territory be-
tween Venezuela nnd Knglnnd,

President Henry W, Lamb opeanad the oratory
with n warm def of Ambassador Bayard's
recent nddreas In Edinburgh. In closing, Mr.
Lamb denounced the * present hysterleal oraze
for war."

The Hon, Harvey N. Bhepard closed his re-
marks with an appeal against the " mad pas-
slon for war." Willlam Lloyd Garrlson made a
short nddress In  defence of Ambassador
Bayard's speeches al Edinburgh and before the
Actors' Benevolent Fund, and presented resolu-
tlons npfn-mrlmz the Edinburgh speech and ree-
ommending 1ta pnbliratlon and dissemination
by tho league,

Mr. Giarrison’s remarks were greeted with en-
thusinstle applanse, and the resolutions were
adopted nnanimonsly. Mr, Garrison compnared
the Monroe doctrine with the nldAfnhr:nbd
blunderbus in the family garret, always in dan-
ger of heing explodeld by careless clilldren who
do not know it is loaded, to the detriment of in-
nocent people. Mr. Garrlson added :

* Personally, I feel an additional debt of grat-
ftude to our Ambasratlor for the brave words
deprecating the présent war excitement uttared
by him at tne actors’ dinner In London on Wed-
nesduy night. At a time when coo] heads aro
demanded, when the Prosidentinl Gib-
raltar  upon whie we wmd  réeason  to
expect the waves of Jingolsm would dash

hemsclves In  sprav has  itsell  crumhbled
nto the yeasty froth, such speeches of good
will as Mr. Hovard's are n refreshment and cor-
rective, [tis well tu be reminded that in spite
of jealnus recriminations nnd hoptile thrents,
the twn great English-speaking nations are
close relations and under bonds to civillzation
to keop the peace, That service Mr. Boyard
wraciously performed.”

FIGNAUD'S WORDS TO) THE FRENUH,

The Mecretary of Qur Paris Embassy Talke
of the Venezueln Crlaln,

Pamis, Dec, 20.—The Gl Biza publishes a re.
port of an interview with Henry Vigonud, First
Becrotary of the United Siates Embassy, on
Proaident Cleveland's message. Mr. Vignand
expresses regret that the French presa should
have made the error of deducing fantastie cun-
clusions from the message. He did not think
that France, whose interests were opposed Lo
those of England everywhere, would favor
Great Britain, especially as France had not ope
posed the alms of the United States anywhere,

Mr, Vigoaud salil he felt certain that the
United Btates would not yield, but that Great
Britaln, which had everrthing to lose in a war,
would give way. War, he eald, meant that
C da wounld b a part of the United
SBtates and that English trade would be e
stroyed within a month following the outbreak
of hostilities. ‘A few ahells thrown Into an open
port wonld cost England dear. There wns no
douobt in his mind, he sald, that in the event of
war France would take advantage of the occa-
sion to settle the questions in regard w Egypt
and Siam, while Russia wounld avivance her ine
terests in India.

The Gaulnis publishes an interview with Count
Chnudordy, the eminent French statesman, in
which he expresses the opinion that England

hns found her master In nrm'fnm'l'. He thought,
however, that the Monros doctrine npplied to
North America, not to South Amerien,

Sir Charles Dilke, who Is In 1’aris. heartily
approved the artitude assumed by Lord Saiis-
tbury, which, he sald, was the only rlilhllhlll he
conid atapt, Arbhitratiop, he thought, was lm-
¢ possible, but between that and rerious talk of
war there was s long distance. The conquest of
Canadn hy the United States, he thought, was
possible, but the cost and sncrificos would be
slmilar to those incurred fu the war of the re-
belllon, while the Hritish fleet could destro

the commerce of Amerliea, Venezuela wonld,
be the firat to suffer in the event of
war, Her towns  would  be destroyed

quickly by the Hritiah feet bofore aid could
arcive from the United Siutes,

He thonght the Monroa doctrine was a legltl-
mute vxpression of the feelings of the Ameriean
penple. He hod no doubt that the varlous
Awerican repnblies would unite to prevent the
introduction of Furopean militarism or Buro-
pean iIntervention In thelr affairs, but It was
clearly understood that France, Holland, and
Great Britain, haring tc-rr[m:ly In Ameriea,
vrniul‘\l not aureo with the United Bintes'on this
point.

BISHOP DOANE EXCITED. 3

FieCondemonthe American Prople and Press
for Defending nn Ameriean Doctrine.

ALBANY, Dec. 20.—The Rev. William Crosse
well Doane, Blshop of Albany, hos prepared
lengthy communication te the press in relation
to the Venezuelan question. He says:

Asan Amerlean, I am espe-
clally concerned withh the American condltlon,
and the pain.of it Hes In the zest with whiok
demugogues and half-Americanized forelgne
and a large extent the Dress, hm
the opossibility of war with an unholy

aste befors a commisalon had been even
granted or appointed to ascertaln whether the
clalm of Greal Britain was right or wrong, and an
enormous amount of money s proposed to be
sppropriated for war proparations. It is Lime
Lo protest against the hasis, tho appeal to
prejodiee, the recklessnesa and bravado
of the whole American attitude, as well
